The People of the State of Wisconsin, represented tn
. Senate and Assembly, do enact as follows :

Sectiox 1. Every person making application to purchase
any portion of the School or University lands, or the
agent or attorney of such s)erson appointed by him in
writing to make such application, shall be required to
make affidavit before some officer anthorized by law to ad-
minister oaths, and to file the same in the office of the sec-
retary of state, or deliver it to the commissioners of school
and university lands, that the applicant applies to purchase
the lands therein described for his or her own use, and for
the purpose of actual occupancy or cultivation, or for the
use of an adjoining farm owned or occupied by said ap-
plicant; andthe a%davit shall further stat ethat the appli-
ant doesnot ownor hold in his own name, and that no person
ownsor holds for his use,any quantity ofschool or university
lands which, together with those he applies to purchase,
will not exceed three hundred and twenty acres; and un-
less such affidavit shall be made and filed, or delivered as
aforesaid, the person applying shall not be allowed to
purchase any portion of the lands deseribed in his or her
application ; and every purchase of such lands not made
for the purpose of actual occupancy or cultivation by the
applicant, or exceeding the quantity above limited, shall

be null and void: Provided, Thatno n shall purchase Proviso,

any pine lands without paying the whole of the parchase
morey at the time of the sale. - C

-.8x0. 2. There ig hereby secured to every person now
gettled, or having improvements upon, or who may settle
upon subsequent to tﬁe passage -of this aet, any tract of
school onuniversity lands, the pre-emption right to pur-
chase any amount of land not exceeding one hundred and
gixty acres, embiacing such settlement or improvemeat,

and to be selected by the claimant in legal subdivisions at .

the appraised value thereof, exclusive of any improvement
of seftiement upon said lands by the person claiming the
vight of pre-emption thereto, or at the minimum price
fixed by law, in case the lands shall be sold 'witheut ap-.

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in
